whole  loud-voiced  faction  who  will  furnish 
the  ghost  of  a  shadow  of  such  proof.  There 
is  not  a  man  who  can  furnish  a  solitary 
fact  that  will  weigh  in  the  argument. 
There  is  not  a  man  who  can  find  the  least 
vestige  of  a  foundation  on  which  to  base 
these  malicious  slanders. 

Proof,  positive,  palpsble  proof,  is  all  of 
an  opposite  character.  Facts  all  prepond¬ 
erate  in  the  opposite  scale.  Facts,  solid 
facts,  all  go  to  demonstiate  very  clearly 
that  the  Methodist  ohurh  in  tho  Madoo 
district  is  both  active  and  efficient ;  that 
she  has  been  active  and  efficient  in  the  past, 
and  that  there  is  no  sign  of  inefficiency  or 
inertia  overtaking  her  in  tho  days  to 
cotno. 

Having  been  elected  Secretary  of  tho 
district,  it  has  b(  en  iny  duty  during  the 
last  few  days  to  handlo  the  official  returns 
that  have  just  o.  me  in  from  the  fourteen 
fields  into  which  the  district  is  divided. 
Now,  figures  are  usually  dry  details,  bat 
they  crystallize  for  us  in  these  schedules 
the  labors,  aud  traveU,  and  consecration, 
and  prayers  of  fourteen  Ministers  of  Gospel 
during  the  past  yeAr,  and  the  zealous 
Christian  work  of  over  three  hundred  offi¬ 
cials  of  the  church  daring  the  same  period. 
Moreover,  these  fignres  represent  facts 
which  no  amount  of  loud  talk  can  dissolve 
or  destroy.  And  these  are  the  facts,  and 
the  only  accessible  or  reliable  facts,  by 
which  we  may  ostimate,  or  measure,  or 
weigh  the  Methodism  of  this  district. 

I  have  been  led  to  compare  the  fignros 
with  those  of  the  year  181)0,  when  the 
Madoo  district,  as  at  present  constituted 
was  first  formed.  The  result  is  of  such  a 
character  that  it  hurls  back  the  lie  upon 
the  teeth  of  those  who  defame  us,  atid 
it  must  reassure  every  good  Methodist 
that  the  church  of  bis  choice  is  both  alive 
and  alert. 

Since  1890  there  have  been  reported 
removed  by  death  and  other  causes  2,182 
members  of  our  church  in  the  district.  In 
that  year  onr  membership  stood  at  2,029, 
and  this  year,  despite  the  large  loss  above 
indioated,  we  report  3,085  members— a  net 
increase  in  the  semi-decade  of  402.  In 
1890  we  had  39  Sunday  Schools  2  31  teach 
ers,  and  1,910  scholars  ;  this  year  we  report 
47  schools,  827  teachers,  and  2,499  scholars. 
In  these  schools  daring  the  past  year  nearly 
two  thousand  library  books  and  four  thou¬ 
sand  weekly  and  fortnightly  illustrated  per¬ 
iodicals  have  been  circulating,  and  who  can 
estimate  the  far-reaching  and  beneficent 
etfeots  of  so  much  pure  and  .wholesome 
literature  in  tbo  land  ? 

In  1800  again,  the  district  raised  for 
Connexional  Funds  81.941,  and  for  oircuit 
proposes  84,109.  This  year  wo  re¬ 
port  for  the  former  99,051  and  for  the 
latter  87,490.  In  1890  we  owned  property 
to  the  value  of  090,000,  this  year  our  prop¬ 
erty  Is  worth  more  than  8100,000.  The 
grand  total  raised  on  the  district  in  1890 
was  14,037,  this  vear,  despite  the  hard 
times,  it  amounted  to  810,651.  Other 
figures  that  further  illustrate  the  life  and 
progress  of  Methodism  in  this  district  are 
forthcoming  but  let  these  suffice.

Sir  Richard  Cartwright's  statement 
that  the  selling  power  of  farm  land* 
has  of  late  years  decreased  910  an  acie 
remains  uncontradicted.  The  state¬ 
ment  instead  of  being  over  is  rather 
under  the  mark. 


Under  the  N.  P.  there  are  two  sets 
of  duties  collected,  the  duty  on  the 
imported  goods,  and  the  duty  paid  to 
the  home  manufacturer  on  the  en¬ 
hanced  price  of  the  goods  which  this 
iniquitous  system  allows  him  to  levy. 


The  constituents  of  the  numbers 
who  assisted  with  their  votes  in  white¬ 
washing  the  Minister  of  Railways  for 
his  connection  with  the  Curran  bridge 
steal  should  ‘‘make  note  on  it.”  Men 
who  condone  such  offences  are  hardly 
fit  stewards  of  the  public  interests. 


Since  the  fishery  overseer,  Mr.  E.  H. 
Sills,  seems  reluctant  to  do  so,  it  is 
not  out  of  order  to  ask  the  sitting 
member  for  Lennox,  Uriah  Wilson,  M. 
P.t  to  rise  and  explain,  why  the  names 
of  all  tho  men  taking  out  a  fishing  li¬ 
cense  in  this  district  were  not  publish¬ 
ed  in  the  return  appearing  in  the  Aud¬ 
itor  General’s  Report  for  the  year  end¬ 
ing  30th  of  June  1894. 


When  the  farmer  is  prosperous  all 
classes  share  in  his  prosperity.  It  is 
only  when  the  pursuit  of  agriculture  is 
successful  and  increasing  that  other 
industries  can  be  legitimately  extend¬ 
ed.  On  the  farmer  depends  the  suc¬ 
cess  of  Canada.  It  is  not  by  hamper¬ 
ing  and  retarding  his  progress  as  the 
present  N.  P.  does  that  we  are  to  bring 
about  prosperity,  but  by  abolishing 
all  restrictions  and  according  to  him 
the  privilege  of  selling  in  the  dearest 
and  buying  in  the  cheapest  market. 

Here  are  a  few  items  from  the  trade 
and  navigation  returns  for  1894.  They 
illustrate  how  the  farmers  are  bled 
so  that  the  Tory  Government  may 
have  the  support  of  tho  manufacturer’s 
hoodie :  The  value  of  the  total  ex¬ 
ports  not  including  bullion,  was  8112.- 
426,658.  Of  this  8103,776,744  repres¬ 
ented  the  value  of  the  “produce  of 
mine?,  fisheries  and  forest  ;  animals 
and  their  produce  ;  agricultural  pro¬ 
ducts.”  Tho  manufactures  amounted 
to  only  $8,336,312.  The  total  imports 
amounted  to  8123,474,940  of  which 
862,779.182  worth  were  dutiable  and 
the  duty  amounted  to  819,373,822.  Of 
coal  oil  6,608,270  gallons  valued  at 
8426,851  were  imported,  and  the  duty 
was  8470.538— over  a  hundred  per  cent. 
$8,282,150  worth  of  raw  sugar  was 
admitted  free,  but  the  refined  article 
was  protected  to  the  tune  of  twenty- 
seven  per  cent. 


What  resemblance,  asks  a  contem¬ 
porary,  does  any  item  of  public  expen¬ 
diture  in  England  bear  to  the  Connol- 
ly-McGreevy  steal  of  85G.000  ;  the 
Curran  Bridge  steal  of  8270,000  ;  the 
“hard  pan”  claim  steal  of  8272,000 ; 
the  waste  of  8476,000  on  “Haggart’s 
ditch,”  otherwise  the  Tay  canal ;  the 
8224,000  dumped  into  the  Caraquet 
railway  maw  ;  the  8394,000  wasted 
on  the  Little  Rapids  lock  :  the  9568,. 
000  cast  into  the  Galops  Rapids  chan¬ 
nel  ;  the  81,118,000  squandered  on 
“  My  Dear  Onderdonk;”  the  81,500,000 
wasted,  stolen  or  boodled  in  connection 
with  the  St.  Charles  branch  of  the  I. 
C.  R.  :  the  8300.000  loaned  to  the 
Fredericton  Bridge  company,  etc.,  etc., 
etc.V  The  total  of  the  chief  of  these 
items  foots  up  to  more  than  five  mil¬ 
lions  and  a  half,  all  of  which  repre¬ 
sents  what  is,  in  truth,  nothing  short 
of  public  robbery.  Comparisons  are 
odious,  but  when  such  doings  are 
compared  with  English  procedure,  the 
comparison  becomes  worse  than 
odious.

TROUT  CULTURE  AT  HOME. 


Any  One  Who  Bm  a  Pare  Banning  Stream 
Can. Baiun  Brook  Tront. 

The  culture  of  brook  trout,  even  on  a 
small  scale,  Is  a  source  of  continual  de¬ 
light,  and  with  pure  running  wat  >r  at 
hand  anyone  who  has  carefully  observ¬ 
ed  the  habits  and  requirements  of  trout 
In  their  native  brooka  can  successful 
ly  raise  them.  If  a  stream  crosses  the 
farm  the  pond  should  not  be  made  di¬ 
rectly  In  line  with  the"  course  or  bed  of 
It.  or  freshets  may  wash  its  embank¬ 
ments  away.  At  least  every  hard  rain 
will  roil  the  pond,  depositing  mud  to 
the  detriment  of  the  finny  prisoners. 
If  a  stream  is  to  supply  the  water  make 
the  fxxnd  at  one  side  of  It,  but  never 
on  a  flat  that  may  b«  overflowed.  The 
best  method  is  to  delve  the  reserv>iir 
out  of  the  side  of  some  slope  rising 
from  the  stream,  and  then  carry  the 
water  to  it  by  an  open  feeder.  high 
enough  up  its  source  to  permit  of  a 
gentle,  easy  flow,  as  seen  in  the  ac  - 
corapanylng  sketch.  This  feeder  may  be 
a  deep,  narrow  ditch  with  sod  banks, 
and  protected  at  both  its  Ingress  and 
egress  by  finely  woven  wire  screens. 
The  pond  Itself  may  not  be  more  than 
four  or  five  feet  deep  In  the  centre,  Mop¬ 
ing  to  a  shallow  edge  at  the  circum¬ 
ference.  Break  up  the  ground  with  a 
plow,  and  then  use  a  common  road 
scraper  In  moving  the  earth  to  the 
lowest  side.  Repeating  this  operation,  a 
circular  or  oblong  excavation  is  made 
with  strong  earth  banks.  Then  place 
four  rocks  on  the  bottom,  each  a*  targe 
a  half-bushel  measure,  letting  them 
rest  far  enough  apart  to  be  covered  by 

large,  flat  stone,  under  which  the  shy 
fish  may  hide.  One  such  covert  Is  suf¬ 
ficient  for  a  pond  of  two  or  three 
square  rods  In  extent,  while  several 
should  be  provided  In  larger  ponds. 
If  possible  make  a  cold  spring  tribu¬ 
tary  to  the  pond,  or  If  practicable  make 
the  pond  around  it,  utilizing  the  foun¬ 
tain  head  for  the  water  supply.  Trout 
will  succeeed  best  In  cold  spring  water, 
but  common  creek  water.  If  pure,  will 
nerve  the  purpose.  Spread  sand  and 
gravel  over  the  portion  of  the  pond 
bed,  but  leave  some  of  it  with  earth 
bottom.  The  slope  surrounding  the 
pond  should  be  kept  in  grass,  so  that 
rains  will  not  wash  dirt  into  the  water. 
A  neat  gravel  walk  should  encircle 
the  pond,  and  shade  trees  planted  al  out 
It  will  serve  to  keep  the  water  cool. 

When  angling  for  trout  in  the  brooks 
It  will  be  noticed  that  more  than  one- 
half  of  the  fish  caught  are  so  little  In¬ 
jured  by  the  hook  that  they  will  live 


C KORA  SECTION  OK  TROUT  POND. 

If  Immediately  placed  In  fresh  water. 
Carry  a  large  pall,  and  by  frequently 
changing  the  water  two-thirds  of  the 
catch  may  be  saved  for  stocking  the 
fish  pond.  A  slower  way  Is  to  obtain  the 
young  fry  from  a  fish  hatchery.  Very 
young  trout  can  be  fed  on  boiled  eggs 
chopped  fine,  and  larger  ones  on  rresh 
beef  cut  Into  small  pieces.  Other  scraps 
that  the  fish  will  eat.and  which  will  not 
pollute  the  water,  may  be  given  them. 
They  should  be  fed  at  least  once  a  day, 
and  In  the  cool  of  the  evening  they  will 
trequ<  titly  leap  from  the  water  to  snap 
gamlly  at  the  food  that  Is  thrown  to 
them. 

Trout  spawn  In  September  and  Octo¬ 
ber,  and  It  Is  well  to  take  the  screen 
away  from  the  terminal  end  of  the 
feeder  In  the  fall,  that  the  female  fish 
may  be  encouraged  to  lay  their  eggs 
there. — American  Agriculturist.

Tho  French 
swells  who  are  their  escorts  have  cut 
down  Chinese  lanterns  with  their  sticks 
and  stuck  the  candles  Inside  of  them 
on  the  top  of  their  high  hats  with  the 
burning  tallow,  and  made  living  torches 
of  themselves.  So  on  they  go,  rft'rlng

The 
first  Is  a  hired  danoer,  who  will  kick 
off  some  gentleman’s  hat,  when  she 
wants  It,  and  pass  It  round  for  money, 
and  the  other  Is  a  companion  of  prlncea. 
and  has  probably  never  been  permitted 
to  enter  the  Jardin  de  Paris  before;  but 
the  are  both  of  the  same  class,  and 
when  the  music  stops  fqr  a  moment  they 
approach  each  other  smiling,  each  on 
her  guard  against  possible  cond°acen- 
tlon  or  familiarity;  and  the  hired  darcer 
who  is  as  famous  in  her  way  as  l he 
young  girl  with  the  ropes  of  diamonds 
is  In  hers,  compliments  madame  on  her 
dancing,  and  madame  calls  the  other 
mademoiselle,  ’  and  says,  "How  very 
warm  It  Is!’  and  the  circle  of  men 
around  them,  who  are  leaning  on  each 
other's  shoulders  on  1  standing  on 
benches  or  tables  to  look,  f-mlle  delight¬ 
edly  at  the  spectacle.  Th -y  consider  it 
very  chic,  this  combination.  It  Is  like 
a  meeting  between  Madame  Bernhardt 
and  Yvette  Gullbert.

An  Improvement  In  Um  Formnln  fee 
Making  Bordeaux  Mixture- Lem 
Injurious  to  Foliage. 

This  was  first  suggested  by  K.  Perret 
at  a  meeting  of  the  National  Agricul¬ 
tural  Society  of  France,  and  it  was  as¬ 
signed  to  remove  certain  objections  to 
the  use  of  the  old  mixture.  It  has  the 
advantage  over  that  famous  mixture 
In  being  less  lnjuiious  to  foliage,  1es< 
liable  to  be  washed  away  by  rains,  and 
less  likely  to  choke  the  noxsle  or  the 
spraying  machine.  The  new  formula 
Is  as  follows  :  Quicklime,  4  pounds  0 
ounces;  sulphate  of  copper.  4  pound* 
6  ounces;  molasses,  4  pounds  6  ounces; 
water,  22  gallons.  The  essential  differ¬ 
ence  between  the  new  and  old  formul  i 
Is  the  presence  of  the  molasses,  which 
has  a  greater  Influence  than  would  at 
flrSt  be  suspected.  The  prescription, 
as  given  by  M.  Perret,  Is  to  add  the 
molasses  to  13  gallons  of  water,  the., 
slack  the  Jime  and  add  four  and  a  hah 
gallons  of  water  to  form  a  milk  of  lime. 
Pour  this  slowly  into  the  sweetened 
water,  stirring  briskly  In  order  to  mix 
intimately.  Next,  in  the  third  (wooden , 
vessel,  dissolve  the  bluestone  and  pour 
this  Into  the  previous  mixture,  stirring 
well.  In  this  blending  of  materials 
che  ideal  changes  are  taking  place. 
When  the  milk  of  lime  and  the  sweet¬ 
ened  solution  are  Intimately  mixed  to- 
gethi  r,  then  siocharate  of  lime  is  form¬ 
ed.  Next,  when  to  this  Is  added  the  so¬ 
lution  of  sulphate  of  copper  a  double  de¬ 
composition  takes  place,  sulphate  of 
lime  is  formed  on  the  one  and  soluble 
sacch.irate  of  copper  on  the  other.  This 
saccharate  of  copper  Is  only  formed  In 
presence  of  an  excess  of  lime,  and  its 
formation  Is  indicated  by  the  mtxiure 
as^iming  a  beautiful  greenish  Png'-.

A  prooeas  has  been  discovered  by 
which  a  material  closely  resembling 
silk  may  be  manufactured  from  wood. 
Even  now  women  are  walking  about  the 
streets  of  European  cite  s  In  the  moat 
elaborate  gowns  of  silk  In  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  which  the  worm  had  no  j;ait. 
In  fact,  the  silkworm  has  lost  Its  occu¬ 
pation. 

The  palm  for  this  valuable  discovery 
In  chemical  science  must  go  to  Switz¬ 
erland,  for  a  native  of  Zurich.  Dr.  Leh- 
ner  by  name.  Is  the  Inventor  of  the 
process. 

Borne  years  ago  he  began  to  make 
observations  In  the  habits  and  physical 
characteristics  of  the  silkworm  and  be¬ 
came  deeply  Interested  in  the  subject. 
Hiilic  v -  ed  th  •  c,  eml  -.1  action  wh  h 
took  place  in  the  worn,  la  producing  ‘ts 
cocoon,  and  at  odd  times  sought  to 
counterfeit  the  work  of  nature.  So  con¬ 
vinced  did  he  become  of  the  feasibility 
of  his  Ideas  that  he  soon  abandoned 
all  other  work  and  devoted  his  time 
to  this  single  study.  In  which  he  has 
achieved  a  signal  triumph. 

In  the  process  of  manufacturing  the 
new  fabric  the  principal  ingredients 
used  are  sprucewood  pulp,  cotton  or  Jute 
waste,  etc.,  combined  with  a  large 
quanlty  of  alcohol.  The  use  of  the  sub¬ 
stantial  or  solid  materials  m<  ntioned 
creates  a  market  for  what  was  hitherto 
of  no  use  whatever,  bring  buincd  In 
factory  furnaces  to  get  it  out  of  the 
way. 

Spruce  sawdust  now  has  a  market 
value,  for  this,  as  well  as  the  other  ma¬ 
terials,  are  digested  by  a  chemical  pro¬ 
cess  In  which  alcohol  plays  on  Import¬ 
ant  park  The  material  thus  digested  In 
so  much  like  ths  cocoon  spun  by  the 
silkworm  that  when  the  two  are  pi  act'd 
side  by  side  in  a  finished  state  it  tak.-s 
an  expert  to  determine  which  Is  which 

The  artificial  material  at  one  state 
Is  In  &  liquid  state,  and  of  a  density 
about  equal  to  the  ordinary  syrup  of 
commerce.  Wh<  n  In  this  state  a  ma¬ 
chine  of  I>r.  Lehner’s  invention,  which 
may  oe  called  an  artificial  silkworm, 
comes  Into  play.  This  machine,  which 
Is  very  simple  in  construction,  requiring 
so  little  attention  that  It  ran  be  kept  at 
work  with  about  as  much  labor  as  Is 
devoted  to  a  twenty-four  hour  clock, 
performs  exactly  the  same  rnet-hanlcal 
work  that  a  silkworm  does.  It  draws 
from  the  liquid  a  continuous  unbroken 
thread  of  even  diameter  and  unllmlte  1 
length.  As  this  thread  Is  spun  another 
portion  of  the  mach.ne  takes  It  up  and 
twists  It  Into  any  desired  thickness  of 
yarn  with  perfect  regularity.

Electric  Light.

It  requires  electric  light 
j  companies  to  provide  electric  energy  of  a 
certain  vdltuge;  to  'maintain  their  lines, 

I  fittings  aud  apparatus  in  a  condition 
I  fit  to  supply  the  meded  energy ;  pro- 
I  hibits  their  usiiig  any  meter  until  it  lias 
been  inspected  and  n’.ampo-J;  requires  these 
meters  to  be  re- inspected  every  live  years; 
provides  the  infliction  of  heavy  penalties 
upon  anyone  ”  who  maliciously  or  fraudu. 
lently  abstracts,  cauues  to  be  wasted  or 
diverted,  consumes  or  uses  any  electricity,” 
determines  the  kind  of  meters  that  may  be 
used  and  the  kinds  of  apparatus  thst  are 
to  be  supplied  to  make  tho  taels.  His 
Excellency  in  Council  has  now  put  the  act 
in  force,  has  pmecribsd  tho  geographical 
1  boundaries  of  each  Inspectoral  Division 
and  appointed  the  Division  officers.
